times; for in the Primitive Church only, a Pope, That the Card be ſhy > 
the Clergy of Rome had power to make a Conclave ; from wheacethey ſhould not corh h 


the Election ; but this right afterwards deſcended to 
the Emperor and-the People : In the Year 684, 
the Emperor Conſtantine the IVth. parted with this 
Power, and the Clergy alone and the People created 
the Pope: but in the Year 963, Pope Leo the VIII. 
being driven from his Seat by the Roman people, 
who bore,in thoſe days, ſo little RefſpeQ to the Popes, 
that they us*d to Treat *em very evilly , and ſome- 
times baniſh *em , .and ſometimes even put *em to 
death; as they did Pope Leo the III. Benedi# the 
VI. and Pope John the XIV. Thendid the Emperor 
Otho the IL. reaſſume the Right and Power of EleQ- 
ing the Popes, which Conſtantine the 1V. had fur- 
rendred to the people, as aforeſaid. The Exarchs 
of Ravenna, Lieutenants for the Eniperor in Jraly, 
and the Roman people had often great Diſputes 
Together for the EleQtions, thewhich canfed Schifms ;
